Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  financial  affairs  of  The  Municipality  of  Metro- 
politan Toronto  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1957. 

The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  1953  (Statutes  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  2 
Elizabeth  II,  Chap.  73),  provided  for  the  federation  of  the  Municipalities  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan 
Area  for  certain  financial  and  other  purposes.  By  this  Act  the  inhabitants  of  the  following  Munici- 
palities w^ere  constituted  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  of  "The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan 
Toronto":

The  above  Municipalities  are  referred  to  in  this  report  as  the  "Area  Municipalities"  and  The 
Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  as  the  "Metropolitan  Corporation". 

In  previous  Reports  the  administrative  organization,  functions  and  powers  of  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation,  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  (as  set  out  in  The 
Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  1953)  were  described  in  considerable  detail.  In  this  Report 
such  information  in  this  regard  is  given  only  to  the  extent  required  to  provide  a  proper  understanding 
of  1957  operations;  but  special  reference  is  made  to  significant  extensions  of  responsibilities  and 
powers  which  have  come  into  effect  in  1957  through  amendments  to  the  Act. 


REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES 


The  following  statement  of  revenues  and  expenditures  in  1957  has  been  prepared  on  a  functional 
rather  than  a  departmental  basis  with  a  view  to  indicating  the  cost,  both  gross  and  net,  of  the  services 
and  financial  obligations  for  which  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  became  responsible  under  the 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Act.

Protection  to  Persons  and  Property    (See  Pages  59  and  63) 

Under  this  section  are  included  Police,  Licensing,  Magistrates'  Courts,  Administration  of  Justice, 
Registry  Offices,  Traffic  Control,  and  Air  Pollution  Control.  By  amendment  to  the  Municipality  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  in  1956,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  assumed  the  following  responsibilities: 

(a)  Police  administration  as  at  January  1,  1957,  under  a  new  Metropolitan  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  Police. 

(b)  Costs  of  providing  accommodation,  maintenance,  equipment,  and  supplies  for  Magistrates' 
Courts  from  January  1,  1957.  The  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  such  Courts  became 
revenues  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  on  that  date. 

(c)  Licensing,  generally,  as  at  January  1,  1957,  under  a  new  Metropolitan  Licensing  Commission 
and  receives  the  relative  revenues. 

Though  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Police  and  the  Licensing  Commission  were  established  in 
1956  and  certain  organizational  expenses  were  incurred  in  that  year,  full  annual  costs  did  not 
become  effective  until  1957.

In  abatement  of  the  above  expenses  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  received  $393,144  from  the 
Provincial  Government  ($311,820  for  policing  services  to  liquor  outlets  and  $81,324  for  10%  subsidy 
on  pension  plan  contributions  and  workmen's  compensation  awards  in  respect  of  police  officers). 
In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  grants  with  respect  to  admittable  maintenance  costs  of 
prisoners  charged  under  the  Criminal  Code  and  Crown  Witnesses'  and  Coroners'  Fees  ($205,927  in 
1956),  were  discontinued  in  1957  with  the  increase  in  the  unconditional  per  capita  grant  and  the 
designation  of  $1.00  per  capita  of  this  grant  for  municipalities  having  Administration  of  Justice  costs. 
In  this  report  the  total  unconditional  per  capita  grant  has  been  applied  against  general  expenditures 
as  a  whole  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  distribution  of  the  grant  would  have  to  be  arbitary. 

Other  Revenues  amounted  to  $4,861,866  including  $2,690,056  from  Court  Fines  and  Fees, 
$1,040,382  from  Parking  Violation  Tags,  $704,486  from  General  Licenses  issued  by  the  Licensing 


Commission,  $68,981  from  Sundry  revenues  of  the  Police  Commission,  $3,310  from  Permit  Fees 
collected  by  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Division  of  Works  Department,  $274,675  received  by  way  of 
surplus  fees  and  the  County's  share  of  expenses  of  the  Registry  and  Land  Titles  Offices,  $31,086 
from  the  County  of  York  in  respect  of  the  County's  share  of  Administration  of  Justice  expenses, 
$24,173  from  the  City  of  Toronto  for  rentals,  and  $6,757  from  other  Municipalities  for  use  of  the 
Jail  for  lock  up  purposes. 

Capital  expenditures  in  1957  amounted  to  $2,264,010  and  it  is  anticipated  that  works  now  in 
progress  will  be  substantially  completed  for  an  additional  expenditure  of  $526,000  in  1958.  These 
works  include  extensions  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Jail,  New  Juvenile  and  Family  Court,  and 
additional  Police  Stations  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area.  The  Provincial  Government  has 
agreed  to  contribute  one-half  of  the  cost  of  Jail  extensions  up  to  a  maximum  contribution  of 
$1,000,000. 

Health  and  Welfare  (See  Pages  58  and  62) 

Though  the  term  Health  has  been  adopted  as  part  of  the  caption  for  the  classification  of 
expenditures  herein,  it  should  be  noted  that  as  a  Metropolitan  function  it  refers  generally  to 
hospitalization,  rather  than  Public  Health  services  such  as  medical  and  dental  services,  public 
health  nursing,  food  inspection,  etc.  which  remain  the  responsibility  of  the  Area  Municipalities. 

Approximately  50%  of  hospitalization  net  expenditures  in  1957  of  $4,023,718  was  a  statutory 
obligation  with  respect  to  indigent  patients.  The  balance  was  made  up  of  grants  to  hospitals  of 
$1,723,553  ($734,553  on  account  of  operating  deficits  and  $989,000  as  aid  in  building  construction), 
net  cost  of  $221,587  on  operation  of  Riverdale  Hospital,  and  administrative  costs  of  $65,823. 
Riverdale  Hospital  became  vested  in  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  on  January  1,  1957,  under  the 
Corporation's  authority  to  establish  and  operate  a  public  hospital  and  an  isolation  hospital.  Altera- 
tions and  renovations  now  in  progress  will  be  substantially  completed  in  1958  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $415,000  and  further  extensive  renovations  are  anticipated. 

Payments  to  Children's  Aid  Societies  amounted  to  $3,026,786  of  which  $2,847,936  represented 
payments  in  accordance  with  statutory  requirements.  This  cost  was  abated  by  recoveries  of 
$43,299  from  parents,  and  grants  of  $1,192,795  from  the  Provincial  Government  based  upon  40% 
of  the  net  expenditure  established  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  rate. 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  statutorily  required  to  erect  and  maintain  Homes  for  the  Aged 
and  is  empowered  to  do  so  either  within  or  outside  the  Metropolitan  Area.  The  gross  expenditure 
on  this  account  in  1957  amounted  to  $2,765,299.  After  recoveries  of  $723,617  from  residents, 
$71,278  sundry  revenues,  and  $977,784  from  Provincial  Government  Grants,  the  Metropolitan  Corpo- 
ration was  responsible  for  raising  $992,620  by  levy  against  the  Area  Municipalities.  During  1957 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation  operated  three  Homes  for  the  Aged,  viz.,  "Lambert  Lodge"  and  "Hilltop 
Acres"  in  the  City  of  Toronto  and  "Greenacres"  located  at  Newmarket,  Ontario.  These  homes  have 
a  total  capacity  of  approximately  1477.  Construction  of  a  new  home  for  265  persons  was  com- 
menced in  Etobicoke  in  November  1957,  and  the  completion  date  is  set  for  December,  1958.  In  ad- 
dition, sites  have  been  acquired  in  North  York  and  Scarborough  for  homes  each  having  a  capacity 
of  250. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Company  Limited,  formed  in  1954,  the 
Westacres  Apartments  in  Etobicoke  for  the  housing  of  elderly  persons  were  completed  and  rented  in 
1957,  and  a  similar  project  in  North  York  will  be  completed  and  rented  in  1958.  A  small  project 
in  Scarborough  was  started  in  late  1957  and  was  opened  officially  on  June  27,  1958.  In  addition 
considerable  progress  was  made  in  1957  in  preparation  for  the  erection  of  a  high  rise  building  with 
a  capacity  of  405  suites  in  the  City  of  Toronto. 

The  capital  cost  of  each  of  the  Housing  Company's  projects  is  financed  mainly  by  a  first  mortgage 
loan  made  under  The  National  Housing  Act  through  the  agency  of  the  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing 
Corporation  of  up  to  90%  of  the  lending  value  of  the  project  as  determined  by  that  Corporation. 
In  addition,  the  Province  of  Ontario  makes  a  grant  under  The  Elderly  Persons'  Housing  Aid  Act  at  the 


rate  of  $500.00  per  suite  or  50%  of  that  part  of  the  capital  cost  which  is  not  financed  by  the  mortgage 
loan,  whichever  is  the  lesser.  The  Metropolitan  Corporation  provides  temporary  financing  during 
construction  pending  receipt  of  the  mortgage  advances  and  the  Provincial  grant,  and  to  the  extent 
that  the  capital  cost  exceeds  these  receipts  (but  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  specifically  authorized 
by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation)  the  balance  remains  as  a  permanent  advance  to  the  Housing  Com- 
pany bearing  interest  at  the  same  rate  as  the  mortgage  loan.  At  the  expiry  of  the  mortgage  loan, 
the  permanent  advance  is  discharged  by  transfer  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  of  title  in  the  land 
and  premises  of  the  project  for  the  sum  of  $1.00. 

The  total  capital  cost  of  the  Westacres  apartments  in  Etobicoke  of  $804,538  is  being  financed,  in 
accordance  with  the  above,  on  the  basis  of  a  mortgage  loan  of  $618,350,  a  Provincial  Grant  of  $64,000, 
and  a  permanent  advance  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  of  $122,188. 

The  projects  are  subsidized  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  with  respect  to  realty  taxes  in 
excess  of  $25.00  per  suite  per  year,  which  resulted  in  an  expenditure  of  $1,259  in  1957. 

Section  214c  of  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  as  amended,  which  came  into 
force  on  January  1,  1957,  empowers  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  to  make  annual  grants  not  exceed- 
ing in  the  aggregate  $250,000  in  any  one  year  to  institutions,  associations,  and  persons  carrying  on  or 
engaged  in  works  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Metropolitan  Council  are  for  the  general  advantage 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  and  for  which  grant  or  grants  there  is  no  express 
authority  provided  by  any  other  act.  Grants  of  this  nature,  to  organizations  with  Health  and  Welfare 
functions  amounted  in  1957  to  $86,307,  including  $10,000  each  to  The  Canadian  Red  Cross  for 
Hungarian  Relief,  The  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  and  the  Society  for  Crippled 
Civilians,  and  $12,500  to  the  St.  Elizabeth  Visiting  Nurses  Association.  Further  grants  under  this 
statutory  authority  are  classified  in  this  report  as  follows:  Roads  -  $1,500,  Recreation  and  Com- 
munity Services  -  $100,706,  and  Unclassified  -  $3,947. 

Roads  (See  Pages  58  and  62) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  only  for  roads  designated  as  part  of  the  Metropoli- 
tan Roads  System  and  generally  speaking  these  roads  are  major  traffic  arteries. 

Current  expenditures  in  1957  amounted  to  $6,948,455  of  which  $4,673,303  was  for  maintenance 
and  $2,275,152  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture  debt. 
It  may  be  noted  that  the  maintenance  expenditures  of  $4,673,303  include  $493,878  for  items  of  a 
capital  nature  and  $389,524  for  the  Corporation's  share  of  operating  costs  of  the  Toronto  and  York 
Roads  Commission  (25%  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  costs  of  County  Roads,  and  a  portion 
of  administrative  expenses). 

The  Provincial  Grant  of  $1,753,433  represents  50%  of  approved  maintenance  expenditures  on 
roads.  Such  approved  expenditures  exclude  the  Corporation's  share  of  County  Roads,  cleaning  costs, 
and  certain  administrative  expenses. 

Capital  expenditures  on  all  roads  projects  in  1957  were  $15,888,326  of  which  recoveries  (chiefly 
from  the  Provincial  Government)  amounted  to  $8,614,990.  In  order  to  complete  works  now  in 
progress  it  is  estimated  that  future  capital  expenditures  of  $87,500,000  will  be  required  of  which 
approximately  $43,750,000  will  be  recovered  by  way  of  Provincial  Government  subsidy.  These  works 
include  the  Frederick  G.  Gardiner  Expressway,  Don  Valley  Parkway,  Lawrence  Avenue  East  Exten- 
sion, Dundas  Street  West  Widening  (including  Overpass  at  Royal  York  Road),  Queen  Street  West 
Extension,  and  Keele  Street  Improvement. 

Sewage  System  (See  Pages  59  and  62) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  all  permanent  sewage  treatment 
plants  and  the  necessary  trunk  sewers  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  sewage.  Current  expendi- 
tures on  this  account  amounted  to  $5,369,443  in  1957  of  which  $2,518,395  was  for  general  operating 


costs  and  $2,851,048  was  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  de- 
benture debt. 

Capital  expenditures  amounted  to  $13,853,720  in  1957.  In  order  to  complete  works  still  in 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  estimated  that  future  capital  expenditures  of  $56,739,000  will 
be  required  (largely  in  the  next  five  years).    This  estimate  is  made  up  as  follows:

Administration — General  (See  Pages  59  and  63) 

Expenditures  of  $3,134,842  under  this  heading  represent  the  cost  of  overall  administration 
exclusive  of  such  costs  specifically  relating  to  the  services  previously  discussed.  Of  the  total  ex- 
penditure, 52%  was  required  for  assessment  of  properties  within  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area,  for 
which  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  exclusively  responsible  under  the  Act.  The  balance  is  made 
up  of  costs  for  general  administrative  Departments  such  as  Treasury,  Audit,  Clerk's,  and  Legal,  as 
well  as  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Planning  Board  and  sundry  other  expenses.  Revenues  of  $140,653 
derived  chiefly  from  the  general  administrative  charge  of  $100,000  to  waterworks  operations  have 
been  considered  as  an  abatement  of  the  costs  of  administration. 

While  most  of  the  accommodation  required  for  the  administrative  work  of  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  is  at  present  rented  at  various  locations,  the  Municipal  Building  of  the  County  of  York, 
located  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  was  purchased  during  1954  and  is  used  chiefly  for  Council  and  Com- 
mittee meetings  and  related  administrative  offices.  Debenture  debt  charges  in  respect  of  this  build- 
ing amounted  to  $30,214.  Eventually,  Metropolitan  Departments  will  be  centralized  in  a  proposed 
new  Municipal  Building. 

Recreation  and  Community  Services  (See  Pages  60  and  64) 

Metropolitan  park  lands  at  present  approximate  975  acres  and  include  the  Toronto  Islands,  Don 
Valley  Golf  Course,  Humber  Valley  Golf  Course  (purchased  December,  1957),  and  the  Riverdale  Zoo. 
The  assumption  of  the  Island  lands  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  subject  to  the  expiry  or  pur- 
chase of  existing  leases. 

Current  expenditures  in  1957  for  Recreation  and  Community  Services  amounted  to  $1,075,267  of 
which  $281,219  was  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture 
debt.  Expenditure  in  the  year  included  $238,954  for  improvements  to  buildings  and  grounds  and  for 
equipment,  of  which  the  larger  items  are  Riverdale  Zoo — $99,821  (covered  by  Special  Grant  of 
$100,000  from  Province),  and  Marie  Curtis  Park  development— $33,293. 

Certain  grants  to  various  organizations  aggregating  $100,706  have  been  classifled  under  this 
caption,  including  $25,000  to  The  Art  Gallery  of  Toronto,  $15,000  each  to  The  National  Ballet  Guild 
of  Canada  and  The  Toronto  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  $10,000  each  to  the  Opera  Festival  Association 
of  Toronto  and  the  Y.M.C.A.  Building  Fund. 

It  may  be  noted  that  rentals  from  Island  properties  of  $47,741,  green  fees  and  clubhouses  rentals 
from  Don  Valley  Golf  Course  of  $48,929,  and  other  revenues  amounted  to  $109,530. 


Net  Capital  expenditures  in  1957  amounted  to  $1,542,200,  largely  for  settlements  in  termination 
of  Island  leases,  and  purchases  of  Humber  Valley  (Summerlea)  Golf  Course  and  Riverdale  Zoo. 

Unclassified  (See  Pages  60  and  64) 

Expenditures  and  revenues  dealt  with  under  this  heading  for  various  reasons  cannot  be  grouped 
for  broad  functional  classification.  In  1957  there  were  five  principal  items  in  this  category,  namely 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation's  share  of  the  annual  levy  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region 
Conservation  Authority,  the  Survey  re  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation's 
cost  with  respect  to  the  Civil  Defence  Organization,  certain  special  grants,  and  the  cost  of  temporary 
financing. 

The  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region  Conservation  Authority,  created  on  February  1,  1957,  is 
responsible  for  a  conservation  programme  which  embraces  all  natural  resources  including  water, 
land,  forest,  wildlife,  and  recreation,  in  a  total  area  of  950  square  miles  within  Metropolitan  Toronto 
and  adjacent  municipalities.  The  total  net  municipal  levy  of  the  Authority,  i.e.  after  Provincial 
Government  grants  and  sundry  revenues,  amounted  to  $309,685  in  1957,  of  which  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation's  share  was  $287,808. 

Consequent  upon  the  decision  to  make  a  grant  of  $2,300,000  in  1956  to  the  Toronto  Transit  Com- 
mission on  account  of  losses  incurred  in  1954  and  1955  a  firm  of  management  consultants  was  engaged 
to  report  upon  and  make  recommendations  with  respect  to  the  direction,  management,  and  operation 
of  the  System,  and  financing  of  the  proposed  subway  extension.  This  survey  was  completed  in  1957 
at  a  cost  of  $65,000. 

Expenditures  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Civil  Defence  Organization  in  1957  amounted  to 
$253,981  of  which  $190,486  was  borne  by  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments. 

Special  grants  amounted  to  $76,026,  including  $25,000  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Convention 
and  Visitor  Association,  and  $47,079  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Industrial  Commission. 

Financial  items  amounted  to  $348,331.  This  amount  represents  mainly  the  cost  of  temporarily 
financing  current  expenditures  pending  payments  from  the  Area  Municipalities  on  account  of  the 
Metropolitan  levy  and  capital  expenditures  pending  debenture  issuance.  It  should  be  noted  that  this 
amount  includes  temporary  interest  costs  in  connection  with  current  expenditure  of  the  Metropolitan 
School  Board  and  capital  advances  to  the  local  Boards  of  Education,  but  does  not  include  such  costs 
with  respect  to  the  operations  of  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  and  the  Metropolitan  waterworks 
system.  These  financial  costs  were  offset  by  revenues  of  $408,353,  made  up  chiefly  of  interest  charges 
to  Area  Municipalities  with  respect  to  capital  advances. 

Capital  Expenditures  Met  By  Special  2  Mill  Levy  (See  Page  60) 

A  special  levy  of  $6,366,246  (equivalent  to  2  mills)  was  made  in  1957  to  provide  funds  to  that 
extent  for  Metropolitan  Corporation  capital  works  and  relieve  debenturing.  This  amount  was  ex- 
pended as  follows: 

$3,943,245  for  road  extensions  and  improvements,  etc. ; 
$1,860,000  for  sewers; 

$417,879  for  acquisition  of  the  Humber  Valley  (Summerlea)  Golf  Course  and  other  parkland; 

$45,136  for  the  acquisition  of  the  County  of  York's  interest  in  two  properties  formerly  occupied 
by  York  County  Children's  Aid  Society  and  transferred  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  in 
connection  with  building  grants  being  made  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Children's  Aid 
Society  and  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Catholic  Children's  Aid  Society;  and 

$99,986  for  police  buildings. 


Provincial  Government  Unconditional  Per  Capita  Grant  (See  Page  64) 


By  legislation  enacted  in  1957  the  unconditional  per  capita  grants  to  Municipalities  were  in- 
creased and  made  applicable  to  reduction  of  the  general  tax  levy  on  residential  assessment  only, 
rather  than  to  reduction  of  the  total  general  tax  levy  on  both  residential  and  commercial  assessment 
as  in  prior  years. 

In  the  case  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  the  rate  was  increased  from  $4.00  to  $5.50  per 
capita  and  an  amount  of  $7,385,581  was  received  in  1957  compared  with  $4,982,100  in  1956. 
Approximately  $389,000  of  the  increase  in  the  amount  received  was  due  to  the  increase  in  population 
as  determined  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal  Unconditional  Grants  Act. 


Metropolitan  General  Levy  (Including  Special  Levy  for  Capital  Purposes)  (See  Page  64) 

In  1957  the  net  amount  (i.e.  after  Provincial  Government  grants  and  other  revenues)  levied  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  other  than  schools  was  $32,841,419.  As  pointed  out 
in  the  previous  section,  under  1957  legislation  the  total  amount  received  from  the  Province  by  way 
of  the  unconditional  per  capita  grant  must  be  used  to  reduce  general  taxation  on  residential  properties 
only.  The  General  Levy  before  deduction  of  this  grant  therefore  must  be  divided  into  two  levies  in 
the  same  proportions  of  the  total  levy  as  residential  property  assessment  and  commercial  property 
assessment  respectively  bear  to  the  total  assessment.  The  1957  general  levies  as  determined  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  legislation  were  as  follows:

It  will  be  noted  that  while  residential  taxpayers  were  credited  in  1957  with  an  estimated  grant 
of  $7,413,477  the  actual  amount  received  was  $7,385,581.  The  over-credit  of  $27,896  was  charged 
back  to  the  residential  taxpayers  in  the  1958  levy. 

In  accordance  with  the  Act,  each  Area  Municipality  was  required  to  levy  against  its  taxpayers 
and  pay  over  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  the  proportion  of  each  of  these  levies  that  the  assessed 
value  of  residential  or  commercial  property  in  that  municipality  bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of 
residential  or  commercial  property  in  the  whole  Metropolitan  Area. 

Under  The  Assessment  Act,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  entitled  to  receive  its  proportion  of 
supplementary  taxes  levied  by  the  Area  Municipalities  but  is  required  to  pay  its  share  of  all  tax 
deficiencies.  Included  in  revenues  for  1957  are  supplementary  taxes  amounting  to  $731,147  and  tax 
deficiencies  of  $159,996  are  treated  as  contra  thereto  which  results  in  a  net  revenue  of  $571,151. 

General  Surplus  (See  Page  38) 

The  Surplus  for  1957  on  general  account  amounted  to  $2,324,260,  which  together  with  $3,633 
unexpended  funds  arising  from  Hurricane  Damage  Reserves  established  in  1954,  resulted  in  a  total 
surplus  of  $2,327,893  to  be  carried  forward  as  a  revenue  item  to  abate  the  1958  Metropolitan  Levy. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  surplus  represents  less  than  4%  of  the  estimated  ex- 
penditures and  revenues  other  than  Provincial  Grants,  previous  year's  surplus,  and  the  Levy,  and  the 
advisability  of  adequately  providing  for  all  contingencies,  the  amount  of  surplus  is  not  unduly  large 
and  refiects  sound  budgeting. 


Education  (See  Pages  61  and  65) 

Gross  expenditures  on  account  of  Education  amounted  to  $42,090,018,  of  which  $35,059,646 
represents  maintenance  assistance  payments  by  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  to  local  Boards  of 
Education  within  the  Metropolitan  Area  (including  full  costs  re  handicapped  children)  and  $6,757,361 
was  for  principal  and  interest  payments  with  respect  to  assumed  debenture  debt  of  the  Area 
Municipalities  and  debentures  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation,  issued  for  school  purposes. 

Maintenance  assistance  payments  are  made  on  a  per  pupil  basis  of  average  daily  attendance 
according  to  the  type  of  instruction.  In  1957  the  following  rates  applied,  Public  Elementary  $150, 
Academic  Secondary  $250,  Commercial  Secondary  $300,  and  Technical  Secondary  $400,  but  in  1958 
these  rates  have  been  increased  to  $180,  $300,  $350,  and  $525  respectively.  Additional  amounts  are 
paid  in  respect  of  handicapped  children  in  special  classes  to  cover  approximate  full  maintenance 
costs  in  those  cases.  Under  1957  legislative  amendments  such  payments  in  1957  and  subsequent 
years  are  based  on  the  average  daily  attendance  of  the  current  year  rather  than  the  preceding  year 
which  serves  to  assist  Boards  whose  enrolments  are  increasing  rapidly. 

Provincial  Government  grants  received  by  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  amounted  to  $12,551,895 
in  1957.  Each  local  Board  of  Education  applies  for  all  Provincial  grants  but  with  the  exception  of 
any  special  grants  such  as  the  per  pupil  grants  of  $11.00,  $25.00,  and  $30.00  for  elementary,  academic 
secondary,  and  vocational  secondary  pupils  respectively  in  1957,  and  those  in  respect  of  milk  for 
pupils,  night  schools,  and  books,  payments  are  made  to  the  Metropolitan  School  Board.  In  1958  the 
Metropolitan  School  Board  will  receive  increased  Provincial  grants  by  reason  of  the  transfer  to  the 
Board  of  per  pupil  grants  previously  paid  to  Area  School  Boards  and  increased  rates  to  give  greater 
recognition  to  increased  costs.  In  1957,  the  net  amount  (i.e.  after  Provincial  Government  grants, 
previous  year's  surplus,  etc.)  levied  for  the  requirements  of  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  for 
principal  and  interest  payments  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture  debt  was  $30,145,726. 
This  levy  of  $30,145,726  was  made  up  of  $20,389,730  for  Public  School  purposes  and  $9,755,996  for 
Secondary  School  purposes.  In  accordance  with  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  each  Area  Munici- 
pality was  required  to  levy  against  its  taxpayers  and  pay  over  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  a 
proportion  of  these  amounts  determined  as  follows: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  the  levy  for  Public  School  purposes — an  amount  representing  the  proportion 
that  the  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Public  School  purposes  in  that  municipality 
bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Public  School  purposes  in  the  whole 
Metropolitan  Area. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  the  levy  for  Secondary  School  purposes — an  amount  representing  the  propor- 
tion that  the  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Secondary  School  purposes  in  that 
municipality  bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Secondary  School 
purposes  in  the  whole  Metropolitan  Area. 

Upon  reference  to  the  statement  on  page  66  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Public  School  levy  was 
distributed  on  an  assessment  of  $2,992,375,260  and  the  Secondary  School  levy  on  an  assessment  of 
$3,158,013,453.  The  difference  between  these  two  assessments  represents  property  rateable  for  the 
requirements  of  Roman  Catholic  Primary  Schools  rather  than  Public  Elementary  Schools.  In  this 
connection,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Primary  Schools  in  the  Metropolitan  Area 
are  practically  all  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Metropolitan  Separate  School  Board  although  two 
other  Separate  School  boards  function  within  the  area.  The  Separate  School  boards  are  independent 
of  both  the  Metropolitan  Council  and  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  with  respect  to  debenture 
issuance  and  all  other  matters. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  discussion  of  the  General  levy,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  entitled 
to  receive  its  proportion  of  supplementary  taxes  levied  by  the  Area  Municipalities  but  is  required  to 
pay  its  share  of  all  tax  deficiencies.  These  taxes  amounting  to  $662,849  with  respect  to  education 
less  deficiencies  of  $200,016  resulted  in  a  net  revenue  for  1957  of  $462,833. 


A  surplus  of  $1,780,605  on  1957  operations  was  carried  forward  as  a  revenue  item  to  abate  the 
1958  Metropolitan  levy  for  education  purposes.  This  surplus  was  abnormally  large  due  to  smaller 
maintenance  assistance  payments  than  estimated,  as  a  result  of  absence  on  account  of  illness.  (See 
Surplus  Account,  page  56). 

While,  subject  to  the  approval  of  The  Metropolitan  School  Board,  the  local  boards  are  responsible 
for  the  construction  of  their  schools,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  exclusive  power  to  issue  any 
debentures  required  for  financing  of  the  cost.  The  following  table  shows  the  new  school  projects 
which  during  the  past  four  years  have  been  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the 
Metropolitan  Council:

Debenture  issues  for  new  capital  expenditures  to  the  extent  that  they  are  eligible  for  legislative 
grants  are  repayable  by  annual  levies  against  all  the  Area  Municipalities  and  the  balance  by  levies 
against  the  particular  Area  Municipalities  in  which  the  respective  local  Boards  of  Education  have  juris- 
diction. (See  General  Comment,  page  29  re  1958  amending  legislation).  Of  the  $19,315,000  capital 
expenditures  approved  in  1957,  approximately  41%  is  eligible  for  Provincial  Government  grants. 
It  should  be  noted  that  such  grants  representing  about  17.9%  of  the  total  cost,  will  be  received  an- 
nually over  the  lifetime  of  the  respective  debenture  debts. 

The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the  Metropolitan  Council  have  agreed  upon  a  formula 
(revised  from  time  to  time  since  1954)  establishing  maximum  amounts  for  which  debentures  will 
be  issued  with  respect  to  various  classes  of  schools.  Any  capital  costs  in  excess  of  the  limits  fixed 
by  this  formula  must  be  met  as  a  current  charge  by  the  respective  local  Boards  of  Education. 
These  restrictions  on  capital  costs  operate  toward  accomplishing  adequate  basic  educational  facilities 
throughout  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area. 

Waterworks  (See  Pages  61  and  65) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  production,  treatment,  storage,  and  whole- 
sale distribution  of  water  to  the  Area  Municipalities.  Rates  fixed  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  are 
required  to  be  sufficient  to  make  the  system  self-sustaining  after  providing  for  such  maintenance, 
renewals,  depreciation,  debt  charges,  and  reserves  as  the  Council  deems  proper  and  any  surplus 
revenues  not  required  for  such  purposes  must  remain  at  the  credit  of  the  System.  Increased  rates 
were  established  in  1957. 

Current  expenditures  in  1957  with  respect  to  the  waterworks  system  amounted  to  $7,653,822  of 
which  $3,151,101  was  for  operation  and  maintenance  of  pumping  stations,  filtration  plants,  reservoirs, 
intakes,  trunk  mains,  etc.,  and  treatment  of  water,  $3,278,837  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with 
respect  to  assumed  debenture  debt  and  Metropolitan  debentures,  $499,455  for  general  administration, 
$582,661  for  taxes  payable  to  Area  Municipalities,  and  $141,768  for  items  of  a  capital  nature. 

Revenues  for  1957  amounted  to  $8,021,672  derived  almost  entirely  from  wholesale  water  charges 
to  the  Area  Municipalities.  The  surplus  of  $367,850  covered  a  deficit  of  $179,459  brought  forward 
from  the  end  of  the  previous  year  and  left  a  balance  of  $188,391  as  at  December  31,  1957  (see 
page  52). 


Capital  expenditures  for  additional  waterworks  plant,  extensions  to  existing  works,  and  provision 
of  trunk  mains  in  1957  amounted  to  $15,831,171.  In  order  to  complete  works  in  progress  it  is 
estimated  that  capital  expenditures  of  $16,761,000  will  be  required  in  the  next  three  years  (largely 
in  1958). 

By  the  end  of  1957  a  significant  stage  in  the  development  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  water 
facilities  was  substantially  reached.  Compared  to  1954,  water  filtration  capacity  has  been  increased 
from  245  million  to  355  million  gallons  daily,  trunk  mains  have  been  extended  from  94  to  158  miles, 
capacity  of  pumping  stations  from  618  million  to  1,015  million  gallons  daily,  and  capacity  of  reservoirs 
from  93  million  to  123  million  gallons. 

Toronto  Transit  Commission 

Prior  to  January  1,  1954,  public  passenger  transportation  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area, 
other  than  steam  railways  and  taxis,  was  provided  in  the  City  of  Toronto  by  the  Toronto  Transpor- 
tation Commission  and  in  the  other  Area  Municipalities  either  by  the  Commission  under  agreements 
or  by  privately-owned  companies.  By  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  the  new  Transit 
Commission  was  given  exclusive  power  in  this  regard  and  in  accordance  therewith  assumed  all 
liabilities  and  acquired  all  assets  (without  compensation)  of  the  former  Commission.  In  addition 
the  Commission  purchased  the  four  privately-owned  bus  lines  operating  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan 
Area. 

The  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  which  is  appointed  by  the  Metropolitan  Council,  is  an  indepen- 
dent body  except  for  the  fact  that  capital  expenditures  to  be  financed  by  the  issuance  of  debentures 
of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  must  be  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  Council.  The  System  is 
required  to  be  self-sustaining  after  providing  for  all  operating  costs,  including  principal  and  interest 
charges  with  respect  to  previously  existing  debenture  debts  assumed  and  any  new  debentures  issued 


for  transit  purposes  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation.

On  March  30,  1954,  the  Yonge  Street  Rapid  Transit  project  was  officially  opened  for  passenger 
traffic.  This  project,  commenced  in  1949,  consists  of  4.56  miles  of  double  track  (2.88  in  subway  and 
1.68  in  open  cut).  At  the  present  time  rush-hour  traffic  on  this  route  frequently  exceeds  30,000 
passengers  per  hour,  which  compares  with  a  designed  capacity  of  40,000  passengers  per  hour. 

The  first  two  years  of  operation  on  a  Metropolitan  basis  presented  many  problems  in  the  co- 
ordination and  consolidation  of  the  system  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  new  Commission 
had  to  provide  transportation  services  in  an  area  of  240  square  miles,  including  certain  non-self- 
sustaining  services,  as  compared  with  35  square  miles  in  the  case  of  the  former  Commission. 
Despite  fare  structure  changes  during  that  time  made  with  a  view  to  making  the  whole  system 


self-sustaining,  these  problenns  together  with  substantially  increased  operating  costs  resulted  in 
deficits  being  sustained  in  the  first  two  years  of  operation. 

In  June,  1956,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation,  under  authority  given  by  amendment  to  The 
Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  made  a  grant  of  $2,300,000  to  the  Commission  on  account 
of  losses  suffered  by  the  Commission  during  the  extension  and  re-organization  of  its  system  in  the 
Toronto  Metropolitan  Area.  However,  faced  with  steadily  increasing  costs  and  a  deficit  of  more 
than  $2  million  in  the  year  1955,  the  Commission  decided  to  raise  fares  effective  July  1,  1956.  For 
the  great  majority  of  riders  this  has  meant  an  increase  in  the  basic  zone  fare  from  10  cents  to  12  V2 
cents.  Largely  because  of  this  fare  increase  the  financial  results  for  1956  showed  a  net  income  of 
$837,747  and  during  1957,  which  was  the  first  full  year  under  the  new  fare  structure,  net  income  in- 
creased to  $2,334,080. 

Gray  Coach  Lines,  Limited,  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary,  operates  outside  the  Toronto  Metropoli- 
tan Area.  The  revenues  and  expenditures  with  respect  to  this  subsidiary  are  not  included  in  the 
statements  presented  herein,  although  dividends  received  by  the  Commission  from  it  are  shown. 
Net  income  of  this  subsidiary  before  such  dividends  amounted  to  $217,116,  $339,752,  $312,010,  and 
$686,098  in  the  years  1954,  1955,  1956,  and  1957  respectively.

*During  the  year  1954  a  thorough  review  was  made  of  the  depreciation  rates  previously  used  by  the  Toronto 
Transportation  Commission,  and  adjustments  in  these  rates  were  made  in  the  light  of  the  experience 
of  that  Commission  and  a  review  of  rates  used  by  other  transportation  authorities.

In  1946  the  voters  of  the  City  of  Toronto  approved  a  general  plan  for  two  subways,  including 
the  north-south  Yonge  Street  Rapid  Transit  Project  now  in  operation  and  an  east-west  subway.  As 
a  result  of  very  intensive  study,  particularly  in  the  last  three  years,  by  the  Toronto  Transit  Commis- 
sion, Metropolitan  Planning  Board,  and  the  Metropolitan  Council,  agreement  was  reached  on  July  3rd, 
1958,  on  an  extension  of  the  T.T.C.  subway  system  as  described  and  on  the  basis  set  out  hereunder: 

(a)  That  such  extension  should  be  the  Bloor-Danforth  east-west  route  together  with  an  extension 
on  University  Avenue  parallel  to  and  connecting  with  the  Yonge  Street  line  to  take  care  of 
the  expected  increased  traffic  which  should  result  from  the  Bloor-Danforth  line. 

The  cost  of  this  project  (extending  9.85  miles)  has  been  estimated  at  $189,600,000  including 
the  cost  of  rolling  stock  but  exclusive  of  probable  partial  capitalization  of  temporary  interest 
costs  during  construction  and  without  allowance  for  recovery  from  sales  of  surplus  property, 
easements,  and  air  rights. 

(b)  That  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  shall  be  the  owner  of  all  the  lands,  easements,  and  air 
rights  to  be  acquired  and  shall  assume  the  acquisition  costs  of  the  right-of-way  and  ease- 
ments; and  that  all  other  costs,  including  rolling  stock,  shall  be  assumed  50  per  cent  by  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation  and  50  per  cent  by  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission. 

In  this  connection  it  was  recognized  that  such  subways  form  a  part  of  the  over-all  trans- 
portation facilities  within  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  area  and  that  a  reasonable  fare  structure 
must  be  maintained.  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Amendment  Act,  1958, 
provides  that  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  may  expend  moneys  for  the  purposes  of  an 
extension  to  the  rapid  transit  system  of  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  and  may  issue 
debentures  therefor  for  any  term  or  terms  not  exceeding  40  years. 

(c)  That  the  capital  expenditures  involved  shall  be  made  over  a  ten-year  period  in  accordance 
with  the  programme  submitted  by  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission. 

(d)  That  a  two-mill  tax  levy  shall  be  imposed  each  year  upon  the  whole  Metropolitan  assessment, 
commencing  in  the  year  1959  and  continuing  until  the  subway  is  completed  and  the  capital 
cost  thereof  is  debentured,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  such  levy  shall  be  applied  in  each  year 
to  that  portion  of  the  capital  cost  of  the  subway  which  is  assumed  by  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation.

Debenture  Debt 

The  obligation  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  with  respect  to  debenture  debt  divides  into  two 
categories,  namely: 

(a)  the  obligation  to  provide  funds  to  the  Area  Municipalities  for  payment  of  all  outstanding 
debenture  debt  issued  by  them  for  school  purposes  and  for  works  now  vested  in  the  Metro- 
politan Corporation.    (Debenture  Debt  in  this  category  is  referred  to  as  "Assumed"). 

(b)  the  obligation  to  holders  of  debentures  issued  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  its  own 
purposes,  including  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Area 
Municipalities,  including  their  local  Boards  of  Education.  (Debenture  Debt  in  this  category 
is  referred  to  as  "Issued").  In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  since  January  1,  1954, 
no  Area  Municipality  has  had  the  power  to  issue  debentures. 

The  statement  on  page  24  indicates  such  debt  position  as  at  December  31,  1957.  It  will  be 
seen  that  $241,771,794  of  the  total  debt  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1957  represents  debt  assumed 
or  issued  for  the  purposes  of  the  Waterworks  System  and  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  and 
debt  issued  for  the  purposes  of  specific  Area  Municipalities  including  their  specific  share  of  school 
debt.  Funds  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  assumed  or  issued  on  account  of  the  waterworks  and  transit 
systems  are  provided  from  the  revenues  of  these  utilities.  Funds  for  the  payment  of  debt  issued  for 
specific  Area  Municipalities  are  provided  by  them  either  by  tax  levies  or  other  revenues.  The  balance 
of  the  debt  amounting  to  $141,075,269  will  be  repaid  by  Metropolitan  General  and  Education  levies 
against  all  Area  Municipalities  on  the  basis  of  their  relative  assessments.  It  may  be  noted  that  in 
addition  to  the  debt  of  $79,181,058  shown  in  the  statement  for  schools  as  repayable  by  Metropolitan 
levies,  $32,237,537  for  schools  is  included  in  the  debt  of  $126,085,137  shown  as  repayable  by  specific 
Area  Municipalities. 

Though  not  forming  part  of  Metropolitan  Corporation  debt,  it  is  of  interest  to  add  to  the  above 
figures  the  debenture  debt  of  the  Area  Municipalities  for  which  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has 
not  become  responsible  for  repayment  and  thereby  present  a  consolidated  debenture  debt  statement 
with  respect  to  the  whole  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area.  In  this  connection,  a  very  comprehensive 
statement  is  submitted  on  pages  78  and  79  of  this  report  showing  the  municipalities  which  have  issued 
the  debentures  and  the  amounts  thereof  for  which  each  is  required  to  specifically  levy  after  deduction 
of  the  debts  on  account  of  Waterworks,  Transit  and  Hydro-Electric  Systems. 

The  following  tables  show: 

(a)  a  summary  of  the  information  as  at  December  31,  1957,  contained  in  the  above-mentioned 
statement,  together  with  comparative  figures  from  January  1,  1954,  and 

(b)  Debenture  Debt  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  the  Area  Municipalities  as  at  December 
31,  1957  according  to  places  of  payment.

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  power  to  issue  either  instalment  debentures  or  sinking  fund 
debentures.  The  Act  provides  that  upon  the  issue  of  sinking  fund  debentures  a  specific  annual 
sinking  fund  amount  shall  be  raised  which  with  the  estimated  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  3%  per 
annum  capitalized  yearly  will  be  sufficient  to  repay  such  debentures  in  full  at  maturity.  All  assets 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  under  the  sole  control  and  management  of  a  Sinking  Fund  committee 
composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  two  members  appointed  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  The  committee  is  required  to  keep  one  or  more  consolidated  bank 
accounts  in  which  sinking  fund  monies  and  earnings  and  proceeds  of  sinking  fund  investments  are 
deposited.  Sinking  Fund  investments  are  limited  to  securities  which  are  trustee  investments  under 
The  Trustee  Act  (Ontario) — including  debentures  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation — although  certain 
temporary  advances  and  loans  may  be  made  from  the  Sinking  Fund  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation. 
(See  pages  80  and  40-42  for  outstanding  Sinking  Fund  Debentures  and  Sinking  Fund  financial 
statements). 

The  public  offerings  of  debentures  made  by  the  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  from  its 
inception  on  January  1,  1954,  to  the  recent  New  York  offering  in  July,  1958,  may  be  summarized  as 
follows :

General  Comment 

In  May  1957,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  appointed  a 
commission: 

(1)  to  inquire  into  and  report  upon — 

(a)  the  composition,  organization  and  methods  of  operation  of  the  Metropolitan  Council 
and  the  Metropolitan  School  Board  established  pursuant  to  The  Municipality  of  Metro- 
politan Toronto  Act,  1953,  as  amended ; 

(b)  the  extent  to  which  the  metropolitan  municipal  government  and  organization  established 
,     .        by  the  said  legislation  has  succeeded  in  meeting  the  need  for  a  better  form  of  local 

government  in  the  said  area  and  accomplishing  the  objectives  for  which  it  was 
established ; 

and 

(2)  to  make  such  recommendations  with  respect  to  the  matters  inquired  into  as  may  be 
considered  desirable. 

On  March  14,  1958,  the  Commission  issued  its  first  report,  which  deals  with  the  composition 
and  organization  of  the  Metropolitan  Council  and  the  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  includes  a 
number  of  unanimous  general  findings  and  conclusions  with  certain  recommended  legislative  amend- 
ments. From  this  report  we  find  that  46  briefs  and  written  submissions  were  filed  and  that  32 
separate  sessions  of  the  Commission  were  held  for  public  hearings.  All  local  government  authorities 
and  school  and  local  boards  within  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area,  as  well  as  interested  groups, 
associations  or  individuals,  were  invited  to  submit  briefs. 

The  following  extracts  from  this  report  of  the  Commission  are  of  interest: 

1.  "It  is  quite  evident  that,  notwithstanding  previous  differences  and  doubts,  the  experience  of 
the  past  four  years  has  shown  beyond  question  that  the  application  of  the  principle  of  federa- 
tion was  a  sound  and  practical  approach  to  an  acceptable  and  workable  solution  of  the  complex 
problem  of  providing  adequate  municipal  services  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area.  It  has 
been  shown  beyond  question  that  with  the  development  of  a  wider  understanding  of  the  basic 
principles  of  the  legislation  on  the  part  of  the  citizens,  together  with  the  able  and  constructive 
leadership  of  the  Metropolitan  Chairman  and  the  persistent  and  sincere  efforts  of  the  elected 
representatives,  great  progress  has  been  made  in  removing  the  serious  obstacles  to  the 
economic  growth  and  development  of  the  area  which  seemed  insurmountable  under  the  former 
outdated  system  of  rigidly  divided  jurisdictional  areas  and  an  equally  rigid  and  unbalanced 
distribution  of  taxable  resources." 

2.  "With  respect  to  the  division  of  powers  and  responsibilities  as  between  the  Metropolitan 
Council  and  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the  local  councils  and  boards  of  education  your 
commission  finds  that  both  in  principle  and  in  detail  the  original  selection  has  been  over- 
whelmingly supported  in  the  evidence  placed  before  it,  and  there  was  no  suggestion  that  any 
substantial  change  be  made." 

3.  "With  respect  to  the  additional  powers  assigned  to  the  Metropolitan  Council  by  subsequent 
amendments  of  the  original  legislation,  there  were  greater  differences  of  opinion,  more  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  the  amendments  which  came  into  force  on  January  1,  1957,  creating 
a  unified  Metropolitan  Police  Force  and  a  Metropolitan  Licensing  Commission.  With  respect 
to  these  submissions  your  commission  during  the  hearings  expressed  the  opinion  that  as  both 
changes  became  effective  only  on  January  1,  1957,  suflScient  time  had  not  elapsed  to  enable 
the  commission  to  come  to  a  fair  and  equitable  conclusion  with  respect  to  the  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  either  of  these  developments." 


4.  "With  respect  to  the  composition  and  organization  of  the  Metropolitan  Council  and  the 
Metropolitan  School  Board,  the  evidence  disclosed  a  wide  variety  of  opinions  and  a  number 
of  interesting  and  ingenious  suggestions  ranging  from  comparatively  minor  revisions  to  far- 
reaching  and  drastic  reforms.  Nevertheless,  the  most  significant  feature  of  the  evidence 
submitted  on  this  subject  was  undoubtedly  what  seemed  to  your  commission  a  surprising 
amount  of  satisfaction  with  the  present  type  of  council  and  school  board  and  an  unwillingness 
to  make  any  drastic  change  in  the  existing  organization  at  the  present  time  or  in  the 
immediate  future." 

5.  "In  investigating  the  administration  and  actual  operation  of  the  Metropolitan  Government 
and  its  relationship  with  the  administrations  of  the  area  municipalities  your  commission  has 
made  a  special  effort  to  discover  whether  the  new  system  has  resulted  in  duplication  of 
services  and  unnecessary  administrative  expense  in  view  of  the  assumption  on  the  part  of 
some  critics  that  such  duplication  existed  in  fact  and  was  an  inevitable  accompaniment  of  the 
federation  scheme.  During  the  hearing  the  various  members  of  the  commission  closely 
questioned  both  metropolitan  and  local  officials  on  this  point  but  with  the  exception  of  some 
minor  adjustments  which  may  still  be  required  the  commission  was  able  to  find  no  evidence 
to  support  this  charge,  and  finds  on  the  contrary  that  the  separation  of  metropolitan  and 
local  functions  and  duties  has  already  resulted  in  an  improvement  in  the  efficiency  of  both 
levels  of  government,  and  that  further  progress  in  this  respect  can  be  reasonably  anticipated." 

Most  of  the  legislative  amendments  recommended  by  the  Commission  were  of  a  minor  nature  to 
clarify  and  facilitate  administration  and  were  to  a  large  extent  implemented  by  legislation  at  the 
last   session  of  the  legislature. 

From  a  financial  viewpoint  the  following  two  recommendations  of  the  Commission,  now  effected 
by  legislation,  are  of  particular  interest: 

(a)  "It  appears  to  your  commission  that  there  is  no  sound  reason  why  the  extent  of  metropolitan 
sharing  of  the  cost  of  school  accommodation  should  be  tied  to  provincial  policy  respecting 
legislative  capital  grants.  However,  your  commission  feels  that  the  amount  to  be  raised  by 
metropolitan  levies  should  be  determined  by  a  uniform  formula  established  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Metropolitan  School  Board  with  the  approval  of  the  Metropolitan  Council,  and 
that  such  formula  should  provide  for  the  assumption  of  a  larger  share  of  the  capital  cost  of 
secondary  schools,  the  renovation  and  rehabilitation  of  existing  schools,  the  purchase  of  land 
for  school  sites,  and  the  construction  of  school  facilities  by  one  municipality  to  serve  pupils 
of  another  municipality  within  the  Metropolitan  Area.  Your  commission  therefore 
recommends — 

That  authority  be  given  to  Metropolitan  School  Board,  with  approval  of  Metropolitan 
Council,  to  assume  as  a  Metropolitan  charge  the  capital  cost  of  school  accommoda- 
tion, including  acquisition  of  sites  and  renovations  and  rehabilitations  up  to  a 
ceiling  formula  agreed  upon  from  time  to  time  by  both  bodies  and  applied  uniformly 
to  all  the  area  municipalities." 

(b)  "Among  the  more  important  services  which  remain  the  responsibility  of  the  local  councils  is 
the  provision  of  a  public  library  service  and  the  financing  of  the  current  and  capital  expendi- 
tures of  the  various  public  library  boards  in  the  area  municipalities.  A  number  of  well 
prepared  and  extremely  interesting  briefs  were  presented  to  the  commission  on  this  subject 
and  your  commission  finds  that  the  tremendous  growth  of  population  in  the  metropolitan  area 
during  the  postwar  years  has  resulted  in  correspondingly  serious  problems  for  the  many 
public-spirited  men  and  women  serving  on  the  local  library  boards  in  both  the  city  and  the 
suburbs.  Their  problems  are  basically  due  to  the  inadequacy  of  financial  support  from  both 
provincial  and  local  sources.  The  service  they  provide  by  its  very  nature  cannot  be  entirely 
confined  to  the  residents  of  the  local  municipality  which  provides  the  major  portion  of  their 
revenue.    Moreover,  it  would  seem  undesirable  that  such  a  costly  service  as  a  complete 


reference  library  should  be  duplicated  in  each  of  the  thirteen  area  municipalities.  To  provide 
a  temporary  and  partial  solution  for  this  problem  the  commission  therefore  recommends — 

That  authority  be  given  to  the  Metropolitan  Council  to  provide  grants  in  aid  of 
capital  or  current  expenditures  of  the  public  library  boards  in  any  of  the  area 
municipalities  v/hich,  in  the  opinion  of  the  council,  are  providing  a  public  library 
service  to  residents  of  other  area  municipalities  without  extra  charge." 

In  this  first  report  the  Commission  states  that,  "In  a  second  and  final  report  the  commission 
will  attempt  to  present  in  some  detail  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  remarkable  accomplishments  of 
the  metropolitan  government  and  organization  in  each  of  its  various  fields  of  jurisdiction  during  its 
short  period  of  existence  to  date."
